In  recent  years  a  considerable  demand  has  developed  for  a  text  which  would  as- 
semble and  make  available  the  widely  scattered  current  knowledge  on  hydrology* 
Mr.  Foster* s  new  book  goes  a  long  way  toward  meeting  this  need. 

After  introductory  discussions  of  water  resources  and  hydrology,  tho  author 
goes  into  the  factors  involved  in  precipitation  (both  rain  and  snow.)  This 
leads  naturally  to  analyses  of  the  kinds,  distribution,  and  frequency  of  pre- 
cipitation.   Then,  after  a  single  chapter  on  the  losses  to  which  precipitation 
is  exposed,  the  rest  of  the  text  is  devoted  to  stream  discharges,  flood  runoff, 
and  groundwater. 

A  good  deal  of  space  is  appropriately  given  to  methods  for  measuring  and  analyz- 
ing the  various  hydrologic  factors.     Included  arc  a  number  of  statistical  tech- 
niquos--some  developed  by  the  author — which  will  be  useful  to  hydrologists  and 
technicians  in  other  fields  as  well,
